I was following the text of the off- 
cial release in the house radio gal- 
lery as the President spoke and 
had noted the many departures 
which he tossed off as familiar 
asides and which helped to give his 
talk the intimate hote he desired, 
But I was startled at what he said 
following the text as it dealt with 
an agreement with Yugoslavia. He 
read the sentence, ‘We hope that 
it is in the procéss of fulfillmerit’’ 
and then. he looked up and with just 
a touch of what verged on sarcasm 
in his voice, remarked .“But it is not 
only that, but in sore other places 
we have to remember there are a 
great number of prima donnas in 
the world, all who wish to be heard, 
Before anything will be done, we 
‘may have a little delay, while we 
listen to more prima donnas.”
